Now to those that have not contributed let me have a 
word of simple explanation, for I cannot believe that any- 
thing more is necessary than an understanding of the pur- 
pose of the contribution to bring a generous response. As 
you are aware the Rhodes scholarship provides a European 
Education only for the men and I suppose every right mind- 
ed person of both sexes would agree to the proposition that 
it is equally important to have such an education provided 
for our women. It is but natural to expect the women 
themselves to take more interest in the provision for thetr 
own improvement than would those of the other sex. 

Surely it is a pleasure and a privilege to make contribu- 
tions either of sentiment, thought or money to such a com- 
mendable cause as this. Intelligent and high-minded wo- 
men cannot look with indifference upon a scheme of so much 
importance in educational development as this Rhodes scho- 
larship scheme is while it provides only for one sex. Then 
must we regard such an arrangement as gravely defective 
until both sexes are included. We can make a decided im- 
pression for some permanent provision for women by pro- 
viding out of a voluntary fund, a temporary supply of the 
needed completion of the scheme. 

Prompt and liberal responses to the call for contributions 
should characterize this movement to put women on an 
equal footing in this notable educational enterprise. All 
contributions are to be sent to me as soon as possible so that 
I may report at the Boston Biennial, that South Carolina 
has her $100 on hand.

Cis Service Reform.—This department (the infant 


child of the Federation) has been growing wonder- 

— fully during the past three months. We have been 
centering our forces along the line of educational work; 
have successfully introduced our literature into the grammar 
grade and High schools, and here in Miami, we have an 
enthusiastic lady, Principal of the High school, who lectures 
to a union assembly of the students on good government, 
and is awakening an interest far beyond our expectations. 
A ready response has come to us from all over the state, 
proving that co-operation ts the keynote of success in our 
Federation. Our literature is generously supplied to us from 
the New York and Massachusetts Civil Service Reform 
Associations, and the Civil Service Commission (U. S.) at 
Washington. We have been watching the “Census Bill’ 
that is a direct attack upon the Civil Service Law, and have 
the assurance of our Senators and Congressmen that they 
will look after it. We are going to ask the clubs of our state 
to send in a shower of postals to our senators, protesting 
against the passage of the Bill as it now stands; asking 
that the appointment of the 64 thousand men for the taking 
of the census of 1910 be appointed under the Merit System, 
or competitive examination, of the Civil Service law. 

At this time the loudest call came long educational lines, 
so we are pressing that. 3 
IpaA L. EAsTon, 
Miami, Fla. Chairman Civil Service Reform. 

THE WoMAN’'s CLus. Deland—through its science dept. 
has been interested in the study of Plant Life and had at 
one meeting a talk by a practical beekeeper on the relation 
of bees to plant life.

curing endorsements of the bill for the preservation 
of the Appalachian and \Vhite Mountain forests. 
Clubs that have not already done as requested below, are 
earnestly urged to do so at once. 


That as a body each club write in expressing approval of 
the Appalachian-White Mountain bill. 

Second. That the corresponding secretary of each club be requested 
to draft a letter, which shall be sent to the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, our Congressmen and Senators, the chairman and 
members of the Agricultural Committee, urging ‘them to take active 
measures for the passage of the bill.

The readiness with which the merchants gave the money 
for these prizes because of the value of the pamphlets as 
advertisements should encourage other clubs to undertake 
this work. Copies of the pamphlets can be obtained from 
the corresponding secretary. 

THe Civic BETTERMENT CLuB has asked the Council 
of Roanoke for-several public playgrounds and has offered 
to equip these with all the necessary apparatus. If we want 
children to support civics—and we surely can agcomplish 
little without their aid—the playground movement on the 


part of civic organizations will do more to convince the 
young people that civic leagues are worth while than all 
the arguments that could be used. 

The Civic Circle of the Lynchburg Woman’s Club assist- 
ed by the Civic League has issued with the help of the 
Junior Civic League, the second of its series of bulletins. 
The first bulletin was on tuberculosis and the second on 
Cleanliness of Person and Habits. These bulletins were 
discussed at the regular meetings of the Junior Civic 
Leagues and were distributed to each child in both the 
white and colored schools. At subsequent meetings the 
young presidents called for reports from these circulars and 
these were encour&ging. Lynchburg has had a Tuberculosis 
campaign and with the wider knowledge on the subject and 
the teachings of the district nurse who will soon begin her 
work among the poor, it is expected that results will come. 

After several weeks hard work on this campaign, the 
exquisite collection of etchings exhibited by the Art Circle 
was most delightful. The collection, which comprised sev- 
enty-fixe pictures by the best modern artists, Millet, Meryon, 
Haden, Manley, Platt. Parrish and Pennell, was loaned by 
Frederick Kepple of New York. 

Danville, too, has been fostering the aesthetics of its citi- 
zens, having had with them for three readings, Mr. S. H. 
Clark of Chicago University, who is one of the finest inter- 
preters of masterpieces.

ARLINGTON MONUMENT.—It will be pleasing news to 
you, to know, that the Arlington Confederate Monument 
Fund is, already, showing signs of vigorous growth, and 
the Treasurer, Mr. Wallace Streator, of Washington, D. 


C., reports having received during the month of February, 
the.sum of $2,325.72, of which, was One Thousand Dollars 
each, from the “R. E. Lee,” and “Stonewall Jackson” Chap- 
ters, of the District of Columbia, Indian Territory Division, 
$20.00, Oklahoma Division $20.72, Washington Camp, U. 
S. C. V., Washington, D- C. $75.00; Children’s Auxiliary, 
Dist. of Columbia, through Mrs. Arthur E. Johnson $80.00, 
balance on pledge, from Alabama Division $18.00, Survi- 
vors 23rd New Jersey Regt., $100.00. This fund was still 
further augmented by the proceeds of a lecture, given by 
Senator Taylor of Tennessee, under the Auspices of the 
Executive Committee, of the Arlington Confederate Monu- 
ment Association, now under the direction of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy and of which, Col. Hilary 
A. Herbert, former Secretary of the Navy, in the Cabinet of 
President Cleveland, is Chairman. The net proceeds of this 
lecture were $400.00 and the Association is greatly indebted 
to Senator Taylor for contributing his service, in his own 
inimitable style, to this patriotic purpose. 

The most gratifying incident of this occasion, was the 
magnanimous speech of Gen. E. Burd Grubb, of New Jer- 
sey, when presenting a donation to the Monument Fund, 
of one hundred dollars, from the “Survivors of the Twen- 
ty-third Regiment, New Jersey Volunteers.”’ This testi- 
monial of good will was received with deepest appreciation, 
as an evidence of a fraternal sympathy in this memorial 
work, such interest as forms the foundation stones of a 
Union, that will endure, and welds us into one people, in 
all of those higher qualities, that constitute a oneness of 
spirit and purpose. 

The Survivors of the 23rd New Jersey Regiment have 
gone on record, with their Noble Commander, as the ex- 
ponents of that brotherly love, which shows the spark of 
divinity in the hearts of men; for, when erecting a monu- 
ment, at Salem Church to their dead, they placed thereon 
a tablet with this inscription, “to the brave Alabama boys, 
who were our opponents on this field; and whose memory 
we honor.” Noble words, from noble hearts! 

Can we, the Daughters of the Confederacy remain in- 
active in this work, to errect a monument over our dead, in 
the National Cemetery, at Arlington, and can we show 
less interest, than those who were once opposed to that hero- 
icv band now resting there? That you will give other, and 
better report, at our next Annual Convention, is the firm 
conviction of your President General.

CHAPTERS OF THE U. 

Through the medium of the Keystone, this delight- 
ful magazine which has become indispensible to 

members of the U. D. C. as well as of other organizations, 

the Recording Secretary wishes to speak to the Daughters 

of the Confederacy. 

There are several things in connection with the office of 
thé Recording Secretary General which the chapters should 
understand. 

The Minutes of the Fourteenth Annual Convention, held 
in Norfolk, Va., November 13-16, have been published and 
we hope you will find but few errors on their pages. Doubt- 
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less some mistakes have crept in, but the most painstaking 
care was exercised to prevent this, and it is with deep regret 
that your Secretary finds them on reading the finished 
book. 

Article XIX of the By-Laws says: 


Section 1. The Secretary, U. D. C.,, shall, thirty days after the 
adjournment of a convention, have printed and send to all chapter 
presidents a small pamphlet which shall contain the names and ad- 
dresses of the general officers, the report of the Credential Commit- 
tee, with all business transacted by the convention, committees serving 
during the convention, and the Constitution and By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. The minutes in full shall be printed according to Article 
XII., arranging by classification: Officers’ Reports, Standing Commit- 
tee Reports, Special. Committee Reports, and State Reports, alpha- 
betically. 


These little books, entitled, “Business Proceedings of the 
Fourteenth Annual Convention, U. D. C.,” were issued 
from the press and mailed on Dec: 21, 1907; five days late, 
due to delays in receiving the bids, some publishers declin- 
ing to make bids, owing to a rush of other work at that 
season, 

Section 2 of the above By-Law, Article XIX., and also 
Section 2 of Article XII., as follows, 

Sec. 2. Manuscript for the minutes must be delivered to the selected 
publisher on or before January 10, and such publisher must contract to 


complete publication of such minutes within four weeks of the recerpt 
of the manuscripts. 


have been fully complied with. The manuscript for the full 
minutes was placed in the hands of the Post Publishing 
Company on January roth, and on Feb. roth the work of 
mailing these books to 1130 chapters, Division ofhcers, 
committees, etc., began and continued as systematically and 
as rapidly as possible until finished. 

By a new ruling at the Norfolk convention, two copies 
of these Minutes were seni to each chapter president, one 
to each Division president, one to each Officer General, one 
to the chairman of each committee, to the Solid South Room 
of the Confederate Museum at Richmond, to the Confede- 
rate Museum at New Orleans, and to each member of the 
Shiloh Monument Committee. <All of these have been sent 
out at the expense of the Recording Secretary's office, also 
a few sent by courtesy of the U. D. C., and quite a number 
of copies sent to those chapier that have sent in orders with 
money to defray the expense of postage or express charges. 

We still have several hundred copies of these Minutes 
on hand and if any chapter desires more than the two copies 
sent, we will be glad to furnish them if the required postage 
or express charge is sent with the order, Each book weighs 
17 ounces and costs .og cents per copy to be forwarded. 
The chapters will please bear in mind that 25 cents is not 
a sufficient amount to send three copies and too much for 
two copies; therefore let us urge you to send the exaci 
amount, g cents per copy. 

So many times the Secretary receives letters, inquiring 
the price of the Minutes- Please note the fact that the Min- 
utes are published for the instruction and edification of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, and we only ask you to vend 
the postage if you wish more than the two copies that have 
been already furnished to the president of each chapter. 

If the chapter officers will read carefully “‘General In- 
structions,’ page 323 of the minutes, the information ob- 
tained will save work for them and for the Secretary and 
prevent delays. 

Again we would call your attention to the rules for the 


Cross of Honor. Each chapter should apply to the recorder 
of its Division for all material pertaining to the Cross of 
Honor, and the Recorder applies to the Custodian, Mrs. 
L. H. Raines. Nothing pertaining to the Cross of Honor 
now remains in the office of the Recording Secretary Gener- 
al. Your Secretary reminds you of these rulings to avoid 
delays for you and unnecessary work for her, when she 
has already a heavy correspondence, otherwise she would 
deem it a privilege to have a word with each “Daughter” 
who addresses her by letter. 

Or THE PRESIDENTs OF Divisions the Secretary makes 
this request, that when sending an application for a charter, 
she will have the names on the application typewritten or 
send with the application a typewritten list. The handwrit- 
ing is sometimes scarcely legible, making. it impossible to 
know that the reading of it is correct; therefore in many 
instances these applications must be returned, which de- 
lays the chapter in receiving its charter.

TENNESSEE Division U. D. C.—I am in receipt of a let- 
ter from Dr. T. C. DeLeon of Mobile, celebrated as one 
of the South's great writers, in which he makes a sugges- 
tion that a movement be inaugurated among the Daughters 
of the Confederacy of the Tennessee Division, looking to 
a practical memorial to James R. Randall, the loved author 
of some of the immortal war songs of the South. To 
mention no other, his ““Maryland, My Maryland” will al- 
ways live in song and story as long as literature shall last 
and as long as hearts are stirred. It is indissolubly inter- 
woven with the precious memories of the fateful days of the 
Sixties; it fired the southern heart to patriotic fervor and 
to deeds of valor as no other song of that dramatic period. 
\Vho can tell how many of our heroes went from the field of 
honor to their graves uplifted by the mariial strains of this 
inspired melody! 

It is wisely suggested that this memorial should be a 
practical one. The death of Mr. Randall, only a few weeks 
ago, has left his fatfily absolutely without support, and it 
is proposed that the memorial shall take the form of sub- 
stantial contributions to their aid. It would be a reproach 
to the South that the family of the author of “Maryland, 
My Maryland” should be in need and their needs unanswer- 
ed. I cannot feel otherwise than that the suggestion is 
a timely and appropriate one and I lay it before the U. D. 
C. of Tennessee, with the earnest hope that it will meet with 
a prompt and warm response from them. I would suggest 
that every Chapter in the State open at once its separate 
voluntary subscription list, for sums of any size, and all 
sums, with or wythout name of donor, to be handed its 
secretary. 

If Tennessee opens heart and purse to this appeal, I 
feel sure that other states will join her and a, memorial 
of practical value will have been accomplished by the whole 
of a grateful people.
